has arrived. 

Every friend of good government in IIli- 
nois must listen and heed the clarion cal! of 
State's Attorney Wayman and oppose the 
violence of lawlessness with the inexorable 
force of law and order.

more are going without any shelter.

wheat before the eyes of @ starving aulti- 
tude. 


It may be that each day that your earthly 


home stands unoccupied that the building 
of your house beautiful in Paradise stops. 
But every good purpose for which it is used 
and every kind deed done under its roof 
may help to beautify and transfer its mate- 
rial to Paradise for the building of your 
eternal home. It is said that our heavenly 
mansions are built altogether of material 
sent up from earth and that building mate- 
rials despised by the world become valuable 
in heaven.

LEMONS IN SICILY. 


Report from an Expert. 
ROME (lItaly) April 18, 1811.—!To the 


Editor of The Times:}_I! have just re 
turned from Sicily, where 1! found a sit- 
uation in the semon market of the 
greatest interest to our people in Cali- 
fornia. For two years weather conditions 
have been very bad. The trees came on the 
season last fall in poor shape. The rains 
were late by six or eight weeks. The- fruit 
in its time of size-development was stunted 
from lack of moisture. In midwinter a kill- 
ing frost fell all over the island. Snow fell 
in Palermo, where old men who had been 
born’ tnere had néver seen such a thing. 
Just prior to my arrival a wind of hurricane 
force swept th: whole country. knocking 
down millions of lemons. The fruit had not 
so good a hold on the trees as if things had 
been propitious up to that time. 


From al! I could learn the smallest esti- 


mate of loss was one-third of the crop, or 
say 3,000,000 boxes. Two shiploads were 
frozen stiff in Odessa, Russia, a loss of 150,- 
000 boxes. 

The prices usually run at 10 jire per 1000 
for first-quality lemons. When I was 
at Palermo the market was at 20 lire per 
1000, or twice the usual price, with a ten- 
déncy to rise higher. The export rate for 
nearly ten years has. been steady at 9 lire 
per quintal (220 pounds, or about two and a 
haif boxes.) When I was on the spot the 
export appraisement was 6 to 8 lire per box 
of ninety-three pounds. Freight rate to New 
York was 30 cénts per 100 pounds,.or prac- 
tically that amount per box. This would be 
a lay-~lown cost in the United States of a 
trifle over $2 per box, as only the best fruit 
goes to our country. Yours truly, ¢

Of this score Vernon made 45 pointe 
out of a possible 65; and Los An- 
geles 47 points out of a possible 60. 
This gives Vernon an accuracy pert- 
centage of .692 and Los Angel@ .78°. 

The individual scorers were: 

Vernon—Castieton, 4 points out of 
a possible 5, with a percentage of 
800; Brashear, 18 out of 25, .700; Bur- 
rell, 7 out of 10, .700; Kane, 10 out 
of 15, .667; Hogan 6 out of 10, .600 

Los Angeles—-Metzger, 13 out of 
15, .867; Moore, 12 out of 15, .809; 
Delhi, 8 out of 10, .800; Akin, 8 out of 
10, .800; Grindle, 6 out of 10, .600. 

These scores do not show the exact 
effectiveness of the men, compara- 
tively. For Instance, the second base- 
men threw only half the distance of 
the third basemen and  shortstops 
while the four throws to first made by 
the two catchers yesterday were pur- 
posely wide so the ball would not hit 
the runners.
